2. Mr. Barnes was interested in a description of the latest 
military deliveries to Nicaragua, status of the anti-Sandinista 
insurgency, our analysis of the recent Nicaraguan elections, and 
an assessment of opposition leader Arturo Cruz's political views 
as reported in a recent Washington Post article.

recent deliveries from the Bulgarian and Soviet ships, Chirsto 
Botev and Bakuriani, focusing on the capabilities and potential 
uses of the delivered equipment. described the status of 

current anti-Sandinista insurgent activity and prospects for the 
future of the movement. Turning to the political arena. 


provided an assessment of the results of the Nicaraguan elections 
and international reaction to them. l also outlined Arturo 

Cruz's positions on dialogue with the regime and support for the 
anti-Sandinista insurgency. Both offered comments
